The two men glow- 
ered when they met. 

Saturday night when Hussey came 
to call on his fiancée he found Horne 
there with her alone. Angered, he up- 
braided them. Horne took issue with 
him; there was an argument, which 
culminated in a fist fight. 
called the police. 


First Fight Not Deciave. 
They came to find both men lying on 
the kitchen floor, beating each other 
with the legs Of a chair which they

Policeman Sees Fall. 

Policeman Frank Lisowski of . the 
Wabash avenue station was “ pulling 
a box” at 43rd and South State streets 
when he heard the glass crash. He 
looked about and saw a dark mass 
plunging downward. A moment lafér 
it had hit the sidewalk. He ran and 
found the bodies. Both men were dead, |

- It is the latest statement of Representative Ford- 


ney, chairman of the house ways and means com- 
‘mitee. He says: 
“We had before us this morning a man con- 
nected with the American Legion. Weasked him 
for expert information and he gave it, and I will 
say that the Repuhiican members of the committee | 
are at work every minute preparing a bonus Dill, 
and we wil] present it to a conference of the Re- 
publican members of this house within ten days.

That is clear enough. A bonus Dill will be 
passed because-a majority of our representatives 
in congress believe it to be simple justice for the 
soldiers, good for the country, and, therefore, good 
for them politically. They would not take such 
@ position if they believed it would react to the 
disadvantage of their constituencies, to the dis- 
advantage of the country, or to the disadvantage 

The only point of real argument then, the only 
thing really disturbing congressmen and somé 
of their constituents, is the method of financing 
the bonus. Secretary Mellon, who is against the 
bill, has suggested several forms of special taxa- 
tion. These taxes have been widely disapproved. 
President Harding has suggested a sales tax. 
Organized labor and agriculture have attacked this 
plan. These opponents may have power to kill the 
financing measures suggested. But they will not 
have t power to kill the bill. Their opposition 
will merely restrict methods of financing. Borrow- 
ing the money may be the only method left. 

That also wiil meet opposition; but should it? 
The debt is a war debt. If our men had not fought 
we would now be meeting German demands vastly 


We can borrow the money easily. We have paid 
off more than $1,700,000,000 of long term war debts 
in the last three years. And near the end of that 
time, according to a White House statement just 
issued, we have made “the most satisfactory turn 
in the financial affairs of the country that has 
been registered by a bank statement since 1919.” 
Such facts reveal the financial ability of the United 
States to pay.

than his American colleague. -He will dictate, to 
the courts instead of having the courts dictate to 
him, and renewal of the office of public prosecutor 
in Russia seems to be nothing more or less than 
rechristening the cheka with a newname. 


The following is an accurate and careful sum- 
mary of the outline published in the Novy Put.

MAKING A FARCE OF 
JUSTICE. 


Early in last September Harvey Church killed 
the automobile salesmen Daugherty and Ausmus. | 
His object was to get a high priced car without 
paying for it. The crime was atrocious in its 
brutality and Church's guilt beyond question. 

Five months have passed. Trial, conviction, 
appeal and affirmation by the’ review court were 
had in due course and last week Church was to 
hang. “ But just beforg the day of execution a stay 
of two weeks was granted pro forma to ascertain 
whether or not Church has become insane since 
his conviction. © 


Thus we have illustrated again our system of 
administration of the criminal law, which seems 
to have been devised for the special purpose of 
bringing justice into contempt, giving the guilty 
every conceivable means of evading or defeating 
punishment, and reducing the moral effect upon 
the minds of the criminally inclined to nothing. 

Church's offense was promptly discovered and his 
guilt proved. Yet months have been consumed in 
the process of adjudging him and bringing him ‘to 
punishment. Then, to cap the irony and stupidity 
of this travesty, he is rescued at the last moment | 
for further delay and probably final escape from 
his penalty. 

Meanwhile the public has forgot his offense or 
only dimly recalls it, and sympathy, lost to his 
victims, turns to the murderer. 

There is no excuse for this system. Not only 


. does it make evasion of justice easy but it deprives 


punishment of ita influence upon the minds of evil. | 
doers. In Church’s case it is inhumane even from | 
the viewpoint of the criminal, for Church is said | 
to have been in a state of abject fear for weeks or 
months and must have died in imagination ‘@ 
hundred times. 

His case is not unlike that of Gene Geary, who 
slew Reckas on May 27, 1920, and after conviction | 
was saved from the gallows by a jury who decided 
on Sept. 23, 1921, one year and four months after | 
his crime, that he had become insane after his 
trial, and was thereupon sent to an.asylum for the 
criminal insane, where he is now maintained at 
the cost of the state. 

Both men were no better than wild beasts. Both 
slew fellow men in cold blood. Under any ei®%cient 
system of law enforcement both would have been 
tried in a few weeks and promptly put away. 

Our system puts a premium on crime and our 
social demoralization will continue while it lasts. 
It is the product partly of the professional] interest 
of criminal lawyers who proiit by making legal 
Processes complicated and partiy of the curious 
perversion of sentiment which so easily attaches 
public sympathy not to the victim of crime but to 
the subject of prosecution for crime, however 
guilty. 

We shall not get rid of the mesh of complica- 
tions which entangle justice until we learn to keep 
our sympathy for the victim of crime rather than 


his act. Our sense of justice is at fault and our 
Sense of self-protection is asleep. We are all for

SENATOR KING’S SUGGESTION. 
Regina (Sask.) Leader. 

Again a member of the United States senate has 
contributed to the gayety of the nations. Senator 
King suggests that Canada might cede to the United 
States that portion of Quebee lying south of the St. 
Lawrence river in return for a partnership -agree- 
ment covering the proposed St. Lawrence waterway. 
We may say to Senator King at once that his price 
is too high. : 

On the face of it the proposal to connect the great 
lakes with the Atlantic by a waterwhy that will 
permit ocean vessels to enter the lakes contains 
features that commend themselves to the prairie 
provinces as well as to the states of the middle west. 
At the same time we have no delusions as to the 
probability that the construction of this waterway 
would turn the great lakes into an “ American 
Mediterranean.” What it would do would be to 
diminish the rail haul and transfer costs on com- 
modities shipped to and from Europe and the lake 
ports. That is something to be desired. On the other 
hand, the carrying-~out of the propesed scheme would 
involve the expenditure of a vast sum of money, al- 
though it is promised that in time the cost of the 
undertaking would be recouped through the sale of 
electric power. The advantages that may be ex- 
pected to accrue to Canada from the construction of 
the waterway must be weighed in the balance with 
a liberal estimate of its cost to Canada before any 
commitment is made. oh 

The suggestion that Canada “should cede to the 
United States a strip of Quebec is recetved in this 
country with about as much patience as the sugges- 
tion that the United States should cede to Canada 
the state of Maine would be — in the United 
States.

CHICAGOAN AIDS HOOVER

LONDON, Feb. 19.—Edwin Sherman, retired Chi- 
cago shoé manufacturer, has arrived in London to 
join the staff of Walter Lyman Brown, European 
director of the American relief administration. Mr. 
Sherman will deal mainly with the problem of 
transporting the grain now being purchased under 
the United States government $20,000,000 appro- 
priation for the relief of Russian famine sufferers. 

“I am appalled,” said Mr. Sherman, in speaking 
of his work, “not only at the extent of the need 
itself but also at the far reaching possibilities of 
its effects. Speed is, of course, our chief anxiety 
now—to get in food grain to the Volga basin fast 
enough to avert further catastrophe and to get in 
seed grain for the spring planting fast enough to 
obviate the danger of such a condition recurring 
next year.” . 

Mr. Sherman” has already had much experience | 
in handling such problems for the American relief 
administration, which he first joined in Paris in 
1919, later working with them in New York in 1920. 

He is accompanied on his London trip by his wife, 
with whom he is staying at the Hotel Ritz. |

These glands hang from the collar

girdle. When they are heavy they drag 
on the shoulder girdle. 

This weight, in time, may cause the 
shoulders to pul) downwards and for- 
wards. Round shoulders and_ stoop 
shoulders cause the shoulder blades to 
slide forward, throwing tkeir posterior 
edges outward, producing winged scapu- 
la, or they may cause the shoulders to 
rear back. in an awkward posture. This 
awkwardness is assumed in order to 
balance the weight in front. 

Héavy breasts drag on the muscles 
which run to the backbone and up the 
neck, and cause fatigue and neuralgic 
pains. The weight may drag on the 
bursa around the shoulder, causing bur- 
sitis, and, in time, neuritis in the arms.

A NEW NOSTRUM FOR THE 
FARMER. 


West Chéster, -Ia., Feb. 4.—I do not 
agree with your editorial “ More ‘Dope 
from North Dakota.” While, as 4 
whole, your ‘editorials are analytical, 
comprehensive, instructive and excellent, 
they are often, no doubt unintentionally, 
arbitrarily veiled ard not proportionateiy 
just“to all classes, No doubt we all will 
admit that nearly every industrial class 
is necessary to our civilization as the re- 
sult of centuries of adjustment, balan- 
cing, growth and regulation. But it is a 
fact, which you seem Unable to see or are 
unwilling to admit, thet the farmer, far 
more thas any other igdustrial class, is 
without adequate defensive measures 
such as will prevent his being hood- ‘ 
winked and swindled by other classes. 
It is a manifest flaw in, our economic 
system, and has been from time imme- 
morial, that the farmer more than any 


one else has been the eeonomic victim 
of nearly all other classes. It is also true 
that labor as a unit has been in the past, 
or until comparatively recently, the serv- 


sant or drudge of capital. Henhice the in- 


dustrial world is. now aroused to the 
necessity of such readjustments and 
justice as will duly reward labor with 
fair compensation. 

The recent gigantic and instantaneous 
deflation in the price of all farm prod- 
ucts, at the dictation of another class, is 
proof that the farmer must and will have 
better control of his product prices in the 
future. 

Government control of farm prices is 
out of the question, but not the judg- 
ment of an industrial state or county 
court. Suppose such court, after cléese 
study and investigation, should fix the 
cost-plus price of corn at 40 cents a 
bushel. Then no farmer would sell it for 
less than that sum. What would be the 
result? He would get his 40 cents, or his 
corn would remain in his. crib, or be 
used for fattening live sto@k. goon the 
court would be able to fix the approxi- 
mate amount of corn to be raised any 
year in county and state. It would mas- 
ter the problem of supply and demand 
and in round figures would announce 
what amount of corn would probably be 
needed in county and state to meet the 
demand at home and abroad. But the 
farmer would not be forced to grow so 
much corn and no more. He would have 
the option of raising more or less as he 
chose, but would have to take the con- 
sequences of holding his corn in the 
crib if too much should be raised, or of 
feeding it*to stock. The farmer should 
not be permitted to fix the cost-plus price 
any more than an interested party should 
be a juror. An industrial court or com- 
mission with branches should be estab- 
lished to regulate all industrial prob- 
lems—a court that would become ex- 
pert and be held rigidly responsible for 
prompt and fair adjustments. Some- 
thing of this sort is bound to come in the 
near future. Watch it develop. W. A. G.

GRADE EGGS WITH METAL RING 


ORKING out a satisfactory sys- 
Ws of grading eggs, producers 
: ‘believe, will be a difficult task 
in 

weight. One of the principal objec- 
tions to selling eggs by the pound or 
ounce has been that it makes the han- 
dling of eggs more complex, because 
the eggs have to be weighed each time 
they change hands between the tas 
ducer and the retailer. 

“To simp! the handling of exes. 
avoid weighing, and at the same time 
make allowance for the larger sized 
eggs, Mrs. BE. P. Servoss, Chicago, sug- 
gests they be sorted into two gramies, 
depending onstheir size, and then gold 
by the dozen. She suggeste that the 


eggs be sorted by the use of a metal 
ring, and have the ring standardized 
state authorities. 

In grading eggs mark all of those 
that are too large to pass through the 
ring as firsts, and the ones that are 
small enough to pass through as sec- 
onds.* When the eggs are sold by the 
dozen there should be a reasonable 
difference in price. 

Egg dealers in New Jersey, accord- 
ingto Mrs. Servoss, use the ring to 
grade the eges they buy from the pro- 
ducers. 

The price of the eggs, after all, 
would depend to a great extent upon 
their freshness and general quality.

Mr. Hogge is responsible for the ac- 
tivities at forty-eight grammar schools 
which conduct social dances that many 
high school pupils attend. 

But the high school student doesn’t 
spend nearly as much time on the 
dance floor as one would imagine. For, 
in dddition to the regular academic 
studies, each high school has a wel! 
developed socialized phase which in- 
cludes activities of great number and 
variety. 


Many Neglect Activities. 

Do all the pupils attend all the schoo! 
meetings, join in all its activities? Not 
at all, comes the reply from Car! 
Schurz, Hyde Park, Lake View, Niche- 
las Senn, Lindblom, and others. But 
pupils and teachers agree that large 
numbers of the “regular students” 
support these activities, and haven't 
much time for “ outside recreation.” .. 

It is usuallf the four year student 
who identifies himself With the better 
things within the school, investigation 
seems to show. It is the transient 
pupil, who enrolls, attends sthool fot 
a semester, flunks, returns, fails, and 
drops out, the pupil who is standard 
in neither attendance nor ambition, 
who Is the real disturbing factor.

HORSES LESSEN 
TRACTOR SALES

Not many years ago Illinois farm- 
ers considered the tractor “the rich 
farmer's toy.” but today there are 
more than 23,000 of them in this state, 
They are gradually becoming an es- 
sential part of the farm equipment, 
aiding in the cultivation of crops and 
the preparation of feeds. ) 

tf a snapshot of Illinois could he 

from an airplane it would show 
actors on farms in every corner of 
the state. They are to be found on 
every type of farm over the long

Farmers Lack Capital. 

Money is scarce among the farmers 
and hard to get because their credit
